GRASSHOPPERS - IDAHO - Population dropped from 400 to as low 
as one per square yard in Lincoln County area. Rapid reduction 
attributed to dry season,low temperature and other weather factors. 
Oedaleonotus enigma, principal species, has almost disappeared on 
100, 000 acres. A small predaceous wasp has been very active. In 
Minidoka County and in Lincoln County where vegetation greener_O. 
enigma and other species still present; 35-00 per square yard common 
in Minidoka County, Aulocara elliotti, Trimerotropis sp., 
Drepanopterna sp. and Conozoa sp. apparently withstood weather better 
than O, enigma and many now adults with copulation underway June 13. 
(Evans, June 13). COLORADO - Infested rangeland expected to be 
treated: southwestern Pueblo County 115,000 acres, northern Las 
Animas (Delhi area) 20,000 acres, Custer-Fremont-El Paso (Camp 
Carson area) 50,000 acres, Jefferson County (Golden area) 20, 000 
acres, NEW MEXICO - About 60, 000 acres expected to be treated in 
Folsom-Cimarron Canyon area and about 105, 000 acres of infested 
land in Chama-Antonito area. OREGON and WASHINGTON - Weather 
conditions unfavorable for development past ten days. WYOMING - 
Total of 122, 000 acres of infested rangeland in Park County will be 
treated and between 8, 000 and 12, 000 acres in Guernsey area of Platte 
and Goshen Counties. (Grassnopper Cont. Proj., June12). NEV, -Camnula 
pellucida about 10 percent adult in most areas. (Gallaway, June 12). 
UTAH - Moderate to severe damage in areas of Washington, Grand and 
Utah Counties. (Knowlton). KANSAS - Many adult Melanoplus spp. 
in alfalfa throughout State, 20-30 per square yard some fields. 
Generally, grasshopper populations developing as expected. Now 
rapidly dispersing from hatching areas. (Matthew), OKLAHOMA - 
M. mexicanus very numerous over State. (Rogers). 


MISSOURI - Situation critical in southwest quarter and rapidly 
approaching critical stage in central and north Missouri. Injury to 
corn, alfalfa and soybeans becoming prominent to locally severe in 
Several southern areas. M, bivitattus locally severe over western 

half of State, especially south of Missouri River. Counts in fields from 
8-75 per square yard, in margins 25-120 per square yard. M._ 
diffterentialis, still in smaller instars, has not begun causing damage 
in southwest counties where heaviest infestation located. The M. 
mexicanus complex generally spread throughout State. Up to 60-65 per 
Square yd. damaging pastures, alfalfa, and other hay crops. Adults 
laying eggs and some second-generation activity. (Kyd, Thomas). 


IOWA- First adults of M. mexicanus in southwestern Iowa. (Craig). 
MINNESOTA ~- Heavy infestations of C, pellucida found in Pine County. 
Very light to no infestations in southern St, Louis and Carieton Counties. 

ILLINOIS - Many locally heavy infestations 
of Melanoplus spp. over State. Number per sweep in roadside grass:

VIRGINIA - Light to moderate in = 
alfalfa in Montgomery County. (Turner). Fifty and 20 per 100 sweeps 

of 12-inch net in Bedford and Pittsylvania Counties. (Morris, Rowell, 
June 18). DELAWARE - Active on corn at Dover. (Late News). == 
FLORIDA - Tento 20 Melanoplus nymphs per square yard on Bahia ea 
at Quincy. (,May, Guthrie, June 18). 


MORMON CRICKET (Anabrus simplex) - IDAHO - Approximately 1, 100 
acres in Washington and Payette Counties will need control. Light | 
in small areas of Ada County. (Evans). NEVADA - Excellent control 
on 38, 080 acres baited earlier this season. MONTANA - Indications 
populations have increased considerably in parts of State over 1953. 
Present infestations include: 4,000 acres in Powell County, 1, 300 
acres Judith Basin County, 2,500 acres Park County and 5, 000 acres 
Big Horn County. (Grasshopper Cont. Proj., June 12). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Pyrausta nubilalis) - KANSAS - Very few 
larvae in north central area, (Matthew), OKLAHOMA - Most larvae 
at Bixby in fifth instar. (Arbuthnot), IOWA - Emergence practically 
complete June 26, perhaps still 10 percent to go in northern area. Egg 
masses up to 400 per 100 plants in isolated fields. Infestation 
apparently will be general and rather uniform over State. In central 
area, 150 egg masses per 100 plants with almost 100 percent of plants 
already showing leaf feeding. A third-instar larva observed. In 
northern area, egg masses average 20-50 per 100 plants on corn 

30-36 inches high. (Brindley). MiSSOURI - Light (0-4 percent) infes- 
tation of earlier field corn over southwest quarter. Larvae mainly 
second and third instars, (Kyd, Thomas). ILLINOIS - Average of 
89.7 percent moth emergence in northern one-third of State. Egg 
masses per 100 plants: northeast section 41.3, northwest 140.7, 
eastern 35, 4, central 48.6 and western 58.0. Percent of egg masses 
hatched: northeast 23,8, northwest 31.2, eastern 37.0, central 38.6 
and western 32.4. (Decker). MINNESOTA - Moth emergence increasing 
rapidly, peak expected June 25-28. Egg deposition peak expected 

July 1-5, Up to16 egg masses per 100 plants in soutn central and 
southwest areas. High counts on taller corn anticipated. (Minn. Ins. 
Rept. Serv.) DELAWARE - Injury in early corn. (Late News). 
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SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Diatraea grandiosella) - MISSOURI - 
Infestation averages 4-12 percent’on early field corn in McDonald, 
Barry, Newton, Jasper and Lawrence Counties. Approximately 99 
percent of larvae have entered stalks. (Kyd, Thomas). 


SOUTHERN CORNSTALK BORER (Diatraea crambidoides) - MARYLAND - 
One to three borers per sweet corn plant at Beltsville. (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept. ). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - FLORIDA - Two eggs per 
silk on 40 percent and 1 larvae per plant on 15 percent of 20-acre corn 
field at Macclenny; 1-2 eggs per silk on 10 percent of. silks in 8-acre 
field at Jasper. (Van Pelt, June 18). VIRGINIA - Heliothis sp. 
heavily damaging buds of corn in Mecklenburg County, one of 5 buds 
damaged or destroyed in two fields. (Morris). MISSOURI - Whorl 
infestation of field corn averages 4-7 percent over central and 
southwest areas. Silking sweet corn heavily attacked by small larvae 
and 3-5 eggs still common on new silks. (Kyd, Thomas). KANSAS - 
Larvae numerous in many north central alfalfa fields. From 40 to 
90 per square yard in some fields in Riley County. Some corn fields 
have up to 40 percent of plants infested in whorls. (Matthew). 


SOUTHERN CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi)- 
VIRGINIA - Severe damage by adults to corn in Mecklenburg County. 
Nine adults to about 25 feet of row in one field. (Morris). KANSAS - 

' From 3 to 5 adults per ten plants in some corn fields in Clay, Cloud, 
Jewell and Republic Counties. (Matthew). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - GEORGIA - One larva 
per 3 plants in whorl of corn in Laurens County. (Chase). Bud damage 
to 77 percent of corn in 45-acre fields in Brantley County, June 15. 
(Morgan). LOUISIANA - Several fields of young rice in Vermilion 
Parish have light infestations, mostly second and third instars. (Burns). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - MISSOURI - Light to 
moderate infestations general on grain sorghums over much of south- 
west area, Lady beetles very numerous in more heavily infested 
fields. (Kyd, Thomas). KANSAS - Scattered infestations in corn 
fields in Clay, Cloud, Jewell, Ottawa, Republic and Riley Counties. 
(Matthew). 
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CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - KANSAS - Moving into corn as 
small grains harvested, One severe infestation in Jefferson County. 
(Matthew). MISSOURI - Widely scattered corn fields in Jasper, 
Barton, Vernon, and Bates Counties show heavy populations. (Kyd, 
Thomas). ILLINOIS - Remains serious problem in some areas in 
eastern, central and southwestern sections. Migrations underway. 
(Decker). GEORGIA - Heavy local infestation in corn and Johnson 
grass in Greene County, June 12. (Jordan). Moderate in 10-acre 
field of oats in Jasper County, June 17. (Milner). MISSISSIPPI - 
Damaging a field of corn in Attala County. Other reports also 
received. (Hutchins). NORTH CAROLINA - Reported on corn in 
Edgecombe, Moore, Rowan and Stanly Counties. (Mitchell). 
PENNSYLVANIA - Several acres of corn infested in Snyder County. 
(Gesell). 


CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - MARYLAND - Outbreaks 
of bacterial wilt, carried by this insect, in sweet corn in several 
counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


BANDED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica balteata) - LOUISIANA - 
Heavy infestation causing considerable ragging of corn on experimental 
farm, East Baton Rouge Parish. (Newsom, Burns). 


WIREWORMS - MASSACHUSETTS - Severe damage several corn fields; | 
damage augmented by seed-corn maggot. (Bourne). NORTH CAROLINA -7 
Five percent of plants of corn killed at Laurel Springs, (Ingram). : 
VIRGINIA - Considerable d2mage in Loudoun County. (Turner), 
Medium damage to corn in King and Queen County. (Norment). 
MARYLAND - Damaging corn in Cecil and Prince Georges Counties. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


THRIPS - VIRGINIA - Severe damage to some stands of small corn 
suffering from weather, (Morris). 


ARMYWORMS - INDIANA - Spring-brood adults began appearing June 
4 in Vincennes 2rea,heavier June 18-21. (Hamilton). ILLINOIS - 
Pseéudaletia unipuncta averages from 0. 02 to .50 per sweep in roadside 
grass in northeast, northwest, eastern, central and western sections. 
Heavy flights of both armyworm and cutworm moths observed over 
State. (Decker). 
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BRIOPHYID MITES - KANSAS - Aceria tulipae found predominantly in 
crease of wheat kernel up to time of harvest. Counts averaged about 5 
in Manhattan vicinity. (Kantack). About 70 percent of foxtail grass 
infested in a wheat field in Riley County. (Painter). 


APHIDS - NEW MEXICO - Have built up in Tucumcari Irrigation 
Project, majority of fields heavily infested. Heavy populations in some 
fields around Mesquite also. (Dobson, June 19), ARIZONA - An 

aphid (Therioaphis ononidis) widespread on alfalfa at Yuma, control 
necessary many fields. Light to moderate infestations in Cochise 
County. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - MINNESOTA - Spraying has been 
extensive on alfalfa in southern area, Three to 4 aphids per plant 
recorded with increasing frequency. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv. ). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - ILLINOIS - Averages 2,1 
adults per sweep in 2 fields of dover-alfalfa in eastern section . 
Nymphs noted in central area, (Decker). VIRGINIA - Nymphs light 

on alfalfa in Montgomery County. (Turner). MARYLAND - From 0.1 
to 1.9 per sweep in alfalfa in Montgomery and Prince Georges Counties. 
Many growers now spraying. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ARIZONA - 
Twenty to 40 per 100 sweeps in younger alfalfa at Yuma. (Ariz. Coop. 
Rept. ). PENNSYLVANIA - Prevalent in Erie County. (Adams). 


LEAFHOPPERS - OKLAHOMA - Second-generation Aceratagallia san- 
Quinolenta developing in alfalfa. (Fenton). ARIZONA - A. curvata 
abundant in alfalfa at Yuma, 4-8 per sweep. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 
MINNESOTA - Two per sweep in Scott, Sibley and Blue Earth Counties; 
4 in Stearns County and 5 in Pope and Swift Counties. (Minn. Ins. 
Rept. Serv.). ILLINOIS - As many as 40 adults per sweep in some 
fields. (Decker). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - 
ARIZONA - Building up again on alfalfa at Yuma, 30 to 50 per 100 
sweeps. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


SWEETCLOVER WEEVIL (Sitona cylindricollis) - IDAHO - Heavy damage 
in Twin Falls area, severe defoliation in Mountain Home area. 

Apparently this earl increasing in number and range in southern Idaho. 
(Barr, June 19). 
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CLOVER ROOT CURCULIO (Sitona hispidula) - VIRGINIA - Large 
numbers of adults emerging in some areas. From 12 to 15 per 

square foot in alfalfa ficld in Montgomery County. (Turner, Morris). 
MARYLAND - Five to six adults per alfalfa crown at University Farm, 
Montgomery County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). MISSOURI - Heavy adult 
feeding continues in a few soybean fields in central counties. Eight 

to 18 adults per foot in a few alfalfa fields in extreme southwest. 


(Kyd, Thomas). 


‘LYGUS BUGS - ARIZONA - Five to 6-per sweep in untreated alfalfa 

at Yuma; 7 adults, 25 nymphs per sweep at Bowie. (Ariz. Coop. 
Rept.). NEW MEXICO - Showing up in seed alfalfa in tremendous 
numbers, some ficlds with over 800 adults and nymphs per 100 
sweeps. (Dobson, June 19), MISSOURI - Two to 4 adults and nymphs 
of Lygus lineolaris per sweep in alfalfa and clover in central area.

MISSOURI - Rather general infestation of Loxostege similalis causing 
light to heavy damage to corn, soybeans and alfalfa over much of northern 
two-thirds of State. Heaviest outbreaks along Missouri and Mississippi 
Rivers and creek bottoms. From 4 to 56 larvae per foot of row in more 
heavily infested fields. Adults becoming numerous in central 

area. (Kyd, Thomas). KANSAS - Reports and observations show severe 
infestations of L. similalis of near outbreak proportions in alfalfa 

in many areas. Heaviest destructive populations in localized areas; how- 
ever, general infestation throughout State. Most severe injury in

Damage to sesbania at Anthony and castor beans in Eddy County. 
(Dobson, June 23). UTAH - Moderate to severe damage at Moab and 
Green River. (Knowlton). 


A BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta longicollis) - ARIZONA - Seriously 
defoliated alfalfa at Klondyke, Safford County. Also attacked Swiss 
chard=. (Ariz: Coop: Rept: ). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus bimaculatus) - PENNSYL- 
VANIA - Quite abundant on clover in Bedford County. (Udine). 


VELVETBEAN CATERPILLAR (Anticarsia gemmatilis) - FLORIDA - 
Moderately heavy on soybeans at Belle Glade. Also injuring tephrosia 
at Canal Point. (Genung, Thames, Questel). 


SOUTHERN ARMYWORM (Prodenia eridania) - FLORIDA - Infestations 
severe enough on hegari to require treatment in the ye anise 
(Genung, Thames, Questel, June 18). 


RHODES-GRASS SCALE (Antonina graminis) - FLORIDA - Heavy 
infestations on carib and para grass in Clewiston area, much lighter 
in Belle Glade and Lake Worth areas. (Genung, Thames, Questel, 
June 18). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus} - ARIZONA- 
Severe in small plantings of soybeans at Yuma; damaging black-eyed 
peas in Pinal County. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - VIRGINIA - Attacking pastures, 


corn, Shrubbery, grapes, and other plants in southeastern area. 
(Morris). Medium to severe damage to corn and shrubs in Nansemond 
County, 50 percent defoliation of willows in southern Norfolk County. 
(Raine). Medium infestations damaging pastures and shrubs in 


Princess Anne County. (Hart). Light in Lancaster County. (McSwain). 


(Reports for June 18). 
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BEAN LEAF ROLLER (Urbanus proteus) - FLORIDA - Increasing on 
legumes in the Everglades. (Genung, Thames, Questel, June 18). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - IOWA - Damage to 
Soybeans over a wide area. (Gunderson),

FORBES SCALE (Aspidiotus forbesi) - OHIO - First crawlers on 
cherries at Clyde June 16. (Rings). 


TERRAPIN SCALE (Lecanium nigrofasciatum) - OHIO - Crawlers 
first appeared June 17 and are exceedingly abundant in infested peach 
orchards. (Rings).

Much lighter than past several years on grapes in Erie County. (Adams). 
MASSACHUSETTS - First beetles at Amherst June 9, Populations 

about normal. (Bourne), 


A. LEAF ROLLER (Platynota flavedena) - INDLANA - This leafroller, 
first identified on peaches from Vincennes area in 1953, was first 
found on peaches this season, June 18. (Hamilton), 


MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens) - MEXICO - An adult 

female trapped in Mexicali, Baja California June 14. Taken in trap 

on orange tree less than one-half mile from California border, To 

June 23, four A, ludens have been trapped in three properties in Tijuana, 
Baja California, (Stephenson). 


CITRUS THRIPS (Scirtothrips citri) - ARIZONA - Increasing at Mesa, 
damaging new growth. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


A SPITTLEBUG (Clastoptera achatina) - LOUISIANA - Heavy infestation 
on several pecan trees in Vermilion Parish. ‘Terminal buds being 
killed. (Burns, Veillon). 


WALNUT CATERPILLAR (Datana integerrima) - LOUISIANA - Localized 
infestation on pecan in Vermilion Parish. First of season. (Burns, 
Veillon).

POTATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - COLORADO - Late influx 
of adults during week of June 13-19 brought populations on Lycium to 

38 per 100 sweeps in Arkansas Valley and to 29 in Greeley district. 
Slight increase in Grand Junction area where the insects averaged 9 

per 100 sweeps on Lycium, Averaged 4 per 100 sweeps on early potatoes 
in Arkansas Valley, 3 on potatoes and 4 on tomatoes in Greeley dis- 
trict. (Wallis). Unsprayed early potato fields in Gilcrest section 
showing "psyllid yellows".

STORED-PRODUCT INSECTS 


Stored Tobacco Insect Abundance in Virginia and the Carolinas - 

Early infestation of the CIGARETTE BEETLE, in North and South 
Carolina tobacco warehouses, appeared approximately two to three 
weeks earlier than usual in 1994; and the overwintered brood emergence 
was unusually heavy. Based upon early season populations, it is 
believed that very severe beetle infestations may be expected in the 
eastern and mid-Piedmont areas of these states this season. These 
infestations already approach outbreak proportions. However, at 
Richmond, Virginia, emergence was about on schedule and the over- 
wintered brood was lighter than in several years. Records of tobacco 
temperatures in Richmond warehouses had indicated this probability. 
Sixteen continuous days with temperature of 26° Re as necessary to 
kill hibernating larvae of the beetle. In 1953 - 54 a period of 15 to 20 
days occurred with temperature almost exactly at the critical point 
(36°F.). Consequently, very heavy cigarette beetle infestations are 
not anticipated in Richmond, Virginia, and at more westerly locations 
in this State. Populations of the TOBACCO MOTH have not been ex- : 
ceptionally high for the past several years in the southern tobacco storage 
areas. In the spring of 1954, emergence of the overwintered brood has 
been normal, and moderate infestations of this insect are present in 
Virginia and the Carolinas. Throughout the area, populations of the 
‘tobacco moth are approximately the same as in the past three or four 
years. (J.N. Tenhet through Stored Product Insect Section, AMS).

Living larvae of the genus Anastrepha are frequently intercepted at 
southern ports in fruit from Mexico, Central and South .zmerica and 
the West Indies, Recent interceptions include the following: Anastrepha 
ludens , the Mexican fruit fly, in oranges from Mexico at Brownsville, 
Fil Paso, Laredo and Houston, Texas and Nogales, Arizona; in oranjes 
from Guatemala at New Orleans, Louisiana; in mangoes from Mexico 
at El Paso, Hidalgo, and Laredo, Texas and Nogales, Arizona and 
Calexico, California; in grapefruit from Mexico at Laredo and Hidalgo, 
Texas; and in sweet limes from Mexico at Laredo, Texas; Anastrepha 
mombinpraeoptans, the West Indian fruitfly, in oranges from Mexico 
at Hidalgo, Texas; in mangoes from Costa Rica, Honduras, San 
Salvador, and Guatemala at San Pedro, California; in mangoes from 
Cuba, Guatemala and Honduras at New Orleans, Louisiana; in Spondias 
sp. from Guatemala and Nicaragua at San Pedro, California and from 
Nicaragua and San Salvador at New Orleans, Louisiana; Anastrepha 
fraterculus (Wied.) in Annona sp. from Peru at Miami, Florida;

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ADDITIONAL NOTES . 


WISCONSIN - GRASSHOPPERS cc ntinue to hatch in light sand areas 

as well as in heavier soils in sou hern part of State. ROSE CHAFER 
very serious in many light sand areas of central counties on alfalfa, 
corn and truck crops. BOXELDER BUG unusually abundant in southern 
area and serious in strawberries. COTTONY MAPLE SCALE is 
abundant in southern area and EUROPEAN ELM SCALE is apparently 
spreading in this area. CARPENTER ANTS have been unusually 
abundant over State. A BEETLE (Strigoderma arboricola) continues 
to build up in northern areas; heavy infestation in 30-acre rye field 

in Burnett County and large numbers in cranberry growing areas. 
LARCH SAWFLY reported abundant in some northern areas. 
EUROPEAN PINE SHOOT MOTH abundant in Manitowoc and Sheboygan 
Counties. SARATOGA SPITTLEBUG causing considerable damage 

to red and jack pine in several northeastern counties. ELM CALLI- 
GRAPHA defoliating birch in Brown County. BIRCH SKELETONIZER 
abundant in north central area. (Chambers). 


WYOMING - GRASSHOPPERS damaging lawns and gardens (40 per 
square yard) in Hot Springs County. (Poyner). 


NEW YORK - Seventy-three percent of overwintering brood of CODLING 
MOTH emerged by June 24 and APPLE MAGGOT fly emergence 

slower than anticipated in eastern area. (Dean). TWO-SPOTTED 
SPIDER MITE has been very serious and reduced yields in Suffolk 

County strawberries, (Wells). APPLE APHID continues heavy in 

most orchards in Orange County, continues to build up in Dutchess 

and Orleans Counties and very abundant in many orchards in Columbia 
County. SPIDER MITES building rapidly in Dutchess County, beginning 
to increase in Columbia County. (Wkly. News Lett. ). Stewart's 

cisease, carried by FLEA BEETLES, serious problem on sweetcorn 

in many areas, particularly in Rockland, Ulster and Dutchess Counties © 
in Hudson Valley and Monroe County in the West. (Hannon). ONION 
MAGGOT injury generally not as severe as last year. (Pease). 
COLORADO POTATO BEETLE larvae heavy in several tomato fields 

in Niagara County and LEAFHOPPERS remain rather heavy in lettuce, 
beans, tomatoes and cher crops. (Stevenson). APHIDS appearing 

on untreated potatoes in Suffolk County. (Been). LEAFHOPPERS 
heavily infesting potatoes in Niagara County. (Stevenson). ; 
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
